The reports include milk and cream 
butter fat percentages, milk and cream

and milk sediment 


findings. Two other charts contain a 
record of sanitary and tubercular in- 
spections. and medical inspection of 
milk company employes. The inspec- 
tions will begin- immediately 
after 


July 1 and bacteria counts will be 
published beginning: Aug. 1. 


Medical examination of 
persons 


handling milk, in creameries is being 
left to creamery owners. All employes 
will have to pass a medical examina- 
tion before the month is over, how- 
ever.

for several days. 


"Flies carry the virulent gprms of 


anthrax. They also carry the eggs 
of parasitic worms and the germs of 
other diseases. 


"Flies will breed in almost any fer- 


menting organic matter. 
They will 


breed also in garbage of all kinds, 
even in old cloth and 
paper when 


damp and fermenting: also la waste 
or in decaying vegetables, in fact in 
all sorts of an:rrial and vegetaMj ref- 
use. 


"Each female fly may lay from 120 


to 150 eggs at a time. She begins lay- 
ing from a week to ten days after 
appearing, and she may at Intervals 
of ten days lay three or four such 
batches of eggs. The eggs are min- 
ute, 
white and elongate. 
In warm 


weather the eggs hatch in from eight 
to ten hours. 
"Flies will begin to breed in the 


spring as soon as the days begin to 
be* consistently 
and 
consecutively 


warm. 
They will continue to breed 


until wen on Into the autumn. The 
number of generations will depend on 
the length of the conslstenly warm sea- 
son. When cold weather comes breed- 
Ing stops, and adult fllrs pass th<i 
winter hidden away In cracks and 
crevices td emerge the 
following 


spring to start a new generation. 


"The plain remedy is to get rid 


of refuse by carting it away, or by 
burning it, or treating it with kero- 
sene or borax. It is impossible to 
leave trash about and avoid 
flies. 


Clean up everywhere."

Twelve days later the State 
Legislature elected him to, the United

Her fear of insanity grew 
worse. In the course of two or three years she con- 
sulted several other specialists, each giving prac- 
tically the same advice and assuring her she would 
come out all riuht. 
• Just recently she has been admitted to a state 
hospital. The first remark she made when I visited 
her was "Didn't I tell you that I would end up here? 
I wonder if Dr. 
would believe now that I 


am insane., Oh, I felt it coming a long time, but the 
doctors couldn't see it." At another time I tried to 
explain something: to her about which she had 
formed a wronff impression. She said: "Don't try 
to explain to me—don't you know that you can't 
reason with an Insane Derson." 


I also beg to differ that insanity characterized by 


systematized delusions of self importance or p'erse- 
cution, is rarely recovered from. I alone can refer 
you to three such cases, at one time in institutions 
for the insane, but now perfectly well and normal 
and unquestionably competent to take care of their 
own affairs. One case has been normal more than 
II years. 


It is a pity that doctors are so previous in giving 


out-statements. I have experienced this in my own 
family. A patient_was declared hopeless after a 
consultation. The doctors agreed that nothing more 
could be done and advised us to prepare for the 
worst, as it was simply.a matter of a few da. ;. 
They were three of the leading physicians. The pa- 
tient was 19 years old. Two of_the .doctors have

It did not seem romantic to 
them or -worthy of fictional portray- 
al. It was a grim, hard, life-and-death 
battle in which the weak went under 
and only the strong survived. Even if 
there had been some among thesa 
pioneers who could have written the 
story they would n.ot~have considered 
it a fit subject. They were too near 
it and the facts were too grim. 


But now time has mellowed the 


story and made it romantic. And so 
t Is entirely natural that the Amer 
ican saga is being written again and 
again by the novelists of the day.

"Who says so? A woman can pretty 


well match Dr. Heilborn himself with 
degrees, various honors 
and profes- 


sional record. 


The woman is Dr. Maude Slye, asso 


elate professor of the medical college 
of the University of Chicago. Her air 
topsies performed on nearly 100,000 
mice, together with years of study of 
mice habits, have done more to furth- 
er medical understanding of the here- 
ditary phases of cancer than any oth- 
er research work. 


"If women are not human beings, 


then the whole race is obviously con- 
demned," said Dr. Slye. pausing for a 
moment before the cage of her fa- 
mous dancing mice in her laboratory. 


"I cannot speak in detail about Dr. 


Heilborn's book because I know only 
the reviews upon it. But speaking as 
a woman rather than a scientist. 1 
wonder how many women have turn- 
ed that man down. 


SAYS SCIENCE CONTRADICTS 
Turning scientific. 
however. Dr. 


Slye discussed the charge that woman 
is merely the link between an ape and 


man. 
"Let's look at the lower forms of 


nature first." she said. 
"In 
ever} 


branch of life you'll always find thai 
the female is exactly as good a fight- 
er and a provider 
as the male, anc 


sometimes better. This in spite .of the 
fact that the female is burdened with 
the immediate production of poster- 
ity. 


"And 
the same laws of nature are 


as true with the human form of life 
as with any other. There would be a 
definite and 
inexplainable break in 


the theory of evolution if a different 
law should apply to 'sex in the hi* 
man specie. 


"So by absolutely scientific proof in 


the theory of evolution and the dis- 
covered laws of nature, woman is in- 
lerently man's equal and occasionally 
bis superior." 


But what civilization has done pe- 


culiarly to women must be watched, 
says Dr. Slye. 


"We have proof that the Amazons 


were huge in stature, 
fighters 
and 


providers. But from that time to this 
men have teen 
subduing women,

velopment. 


"Women have been used for noth- 


ng but the breeding of posterity and 
t has taken time and tremendous ef-

men have imposed. But' we are doing

"How ab 
surd! Take a man, put him without 
four walls, give him eight children to 
bathe, feed, teach and 
watch over, 


give him the cooking to do for an 
irritable wife, demand of him a clean 
house. Do this to him for generation 
upon generation and 
see how much 


accomplishment he would have made 
in the field of arts and sciences. 


"I am not backing 
up my argu- 


ment at this point 
with scientific 


facts. But I am personally convinced 
that we would see little endurance on 
the part of the male under such con- 
ditions, let alone 
achievements 
in 


fields outside the home, his own baili- 
wick in which he was incarcerated. 


"Now. going back to Dr. Heilborn's 


claim that women are smaller-boned, 
softer-muscled, 
poorer-blooded than 


men. 
How, then, do we get our fine 


strong sons? After all, you know, the 
boy gets 50 per cent of his inheritance 
from his mother, and sometimes more.

Cadby Says Association Gave 


Nothing and Did Not Tam- 
per With Books 


Milwaukee—OP)—The conscience of 


the Wisconsin Utilities Association as 
far as financial support of educational 
institutions or tampering with text- 
books goes, is clear, said John N. Cad- 
by, executive secretary of the Associa- 
tion today. 


His statement was issued coincident 


with announcement that he would go 
to Washington to testify before tht> 
Federal Trade commission in connec- 
tion with the investigation of pub- 
licity activities of the utilities. 


Mr. Cadby's statement declared that 


the Badger utilities group had never 
tampered with textbooks, although it 
had suggested "fair" alterations that 
the publishers might make, that it had 
called attention and would like to call 
further attention to the fact that the 
state has a utilities regulating body to 
which people may present their com- 
plaints, and explained the University 
of "Wisconsin fellowship set up by the 
association. 


An investigator from the Federal 


Trade commission recently examined 
the flies and records of tho association, 
Mr. Cadby revealed, and "took to 
Washington material related mostly to 
legislation pending before various ses- 
sions of the legislature since 1921 and 
reports and correspondence relative to 
the text books used in the high 
schools of Wisconsin." 


"We may be charged with circula- 


tion of propaganda, said the state- 
ment "If that means distorted facts 
or telling only a part of the story, the 
Wisconsin public utilities and their as- 
sociates are not guilty. We believe 
the public is entitled to know all about 
our business, and we have made a real 
effort to open up our books of account, 
our properties and plans to the public.

$175,000 COUNTY 


ROAD BOND ISSUE 


Finance Committee Makes 


Private Sale of Bonds to 
Appleton'Firm 


After rejecting three bids for the 


purchase of the $175.000 road bond Is- 
sue authorized by the county board 
at a special session last April, the fi- 
nance committee at a special meeting 
at the courthouse this week entered 
into a private sale agreement with 
the Applcton State bank. 


The sale of the bonds will provide 


funds for highway improvements In 
the county, the largest of which is the 
paving of County Trunk Z 
on the 


south side of the Fox river from Ap- 
pleton to Kaukauna. This project will 
cost approximately $80,000 and the re- 
mainder of the money 
Is 
divided 


among smaller 
projects in 
various 


towns. 


The First Trust company, Apple- 


ton, offered to buy the bonds at par 
and the county would be expected to 
pay $1,495 attorney's fees and other 
expenses connected with issuing the 
bonds; Appleton State bank offered to 
purcl ase the bonds at par and the 
county to pay ?560 expenses and Con- 
tinental National company of Chicago 
submitted approval to purchase 
the 


bonds at par and the county to pay 
?370.50 expenses. 


Members of the finance committee 


in rejecting the bids pointed out that 
to accept any of the proposals would 
be to sell the bonds below par which 
is forbidden by law. 


Under the terms of the sale with 


the State bank the bonds will not be 
turned over to the bank until July 1, 
although they are dated June 1. Thus 
the county gets 4 Vt. per cent interest 
on $175,000 for one month. On Aug. 1, 
the bank turns over 
$30,000 to the 


county treasurer and also pays inter- 
est at the rate of 2% per cent on 
$175,000 until that date. On Sept. 1, 
the bank turns over another $30,000 
to the county and it pays 2'/4 per-cent 
interest on $145,000 up to that date. 


The balance of the money from the 


sale of the bonds, $115.000 is turned 
over to the county on Nov. 1 with in- 
terest on that sum from July 1, at 
the rate of 21 
/£ per cent.
